Cuts to support hit Made the grade

A desperate mum says she 
will demonstrate outside the 
Houses of Parliament if nec¬ 
essary to fight for her son’s 
disability benefits. 

Single parent Wendy 
Mesure, 48, says she has had 
to take a new job as well as 
payday loans to help pay for 
the care of her son Charlie 
Swift after his Personal In¬ 
dependence Payments (PIP) 
were cut. 

Charlie, 25, has both Ad¬ 
dison’s disease and Type 1 
diabetes, which means stress 
can cause him to be hospital¬ 
ised, or even stop his heart 
completely, says Wendy. 

She said: “He doesn’t leave 
his room, he can’t inter¬ 
act with people he doesn’t 
know, he sleeps for 15 hours 
a day and his steroids make 
him see things and repeat 
himself.” 

Following an assessment 
of Charlie in March, the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) said that he 
didn’t qualify for the daily 
living allowance component 
of PIP and that he should re¬ 
ceive just £22 per week which 
is the lower rate of mobility 
benefit. 

That’s despite a long ap¬ 
peals process after which 
a court ruled last year that 
Charlie should be award¬ 
ed the lower rate for both 


components. 

Mum Wendy, a gas engi¬ 
neer, who lives with her son 
at Andover Close, Epsom, 
said Charlie had ended up be¬ 
ing hospitalised three times 
in one week due to the stress 
and that and she had been 
forced to take a new job with 
longer hours to afford his 
upkeep. 

She said: “It doesn’t affect 
the assessors’ lives, but it 
hits mine like a ton of bricks. 
I’m using payday loans to 
keep up. 

“I’m a fighter. I’m knack¬ 
ered and I’m tired, but I will 
be outside the Houses of Par¬ 
liament with a banner if I 
have to be. 

“I’m sick and tired of this 
government not giving us the 
help. I think it’s disgusting.” 

A DWP spokeswoman 
said: “Decisions for PIP are 
made following considera¬ 
tion of all the information 
provided by the claimant, in¬ 
cluding supporting evidence 
from their GP or medical 
specialist. 

“Anyone that disagrees 
with a decision can appeal.” 

The family is appealing 
for his PIP to be reinstated, 
backed by a letter express¬ 
ing the “full support” of Mr 
Swift’s doctor. 

There is no date set for a 
hearing yet.

Quota threatens Green Belt 

Government housing suggestion prompts concern for rural space

Epsom and Ewell Council 
has launched a consultation 
to discuss whether to build 
on Green Belt land. 

This follows a consulta¬ 
tion from the Department for 
Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment suggesting the bor¬ 
ough should build 579 homes 
a year - much more than the 
locally assessed need of 418. 

This increase of 39 per 
cent from the local figure to 
the government’s figure is 
the highest in Surrey. 

Chairman of the Epsom 
and Ewell branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, Tim Murphy, said: 
“Why is the government in¬ 
sisting that Epsom and Ewell 
continues to accommodate 
those who just want to move 
out from the capital? 

“The Government says 
it is for local communities 
and authorities to deter¬ 
mine their level of housing 
provision and whether or 
not their Green Belt bounda¬ 


ries should be altered but at 
the same time it is impos¬ 
ing these top-down housing 
targets. 

“What guarantees are 
there that the right sort of 
affordable, mostly social, 
housing would be provided? 
In fact, all the evidence is 
that house builders will do 
all they can to build those 
properties from which they 
can make the most money.” 

Population in the borough 
is expected to rise by 20,000 
before 2032, and the council 
says there is space for about 
3,000 new homes in built-up 
areas. 

National planning policy 
requires the council to look 
at all options. 

With 43 per cent of the bor¬ 
ough designated Green Belt 
land, the council is forced to 
consider building in those 
areas. 

The consultation contains 
four proposals: urban inten¬ 
sification, increasing popu¬ 
lation density, which would 
mean tall buildings of at 
least six storeys; releasing 
some Green Belt land; releas¬ 
ing more Green Belt land; or 
“finding the balance” and in¬ 


creasing density in some ar¬ 
eas and reviewing the Green 
Belt for building upon. 

Councillor Graham Dudley, 
chairman of the Licensing 
and Planning Policy Com¬ 
mittee, said: “We have been 
as open as possible with resi¬ 
dents in telling the story as it 
really is. 

“There is high demand 
for more housing in Epsom 
and Ewell but only a limited 
amount of available land on 
which to build it.” 

The council’s consultation 
will run until November 6. To 
take part visit epsom-ewell.

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Actor inspired 
by heroic story 

Superhero turns to true life struggles

He’s no stranger to super¬ 
heroics, having played none 
other than Spider-Man on the 
big screen but Epsom actor 
Andrew Garfield faced up to 
genuine real-life heroism on 
his latest project. 

In Breathe, which opened 
the BFI London Film Festival 
last night (Wednesday), Gar¬ 
field plays Robin Cavendish, 
a man who was given three 
months to live after being par¬ 
alysed by polio aged 28 in the 
1950s but, alongside his driven 
wife Diana (Claire Foy) goes 
on to defy doctors, live a full 
life and become an advocate 
for disabled rights. 

Not only is it an inspiring 
love story that tackles preju¬ 
dice around disability, but it is 
a true story - Cavendish was 
the real-life father of producer 
Jonathan Cavendish - and 
that makes it more powerful. 

A former pupil at Priory 


Prep School in Banstead and 
City of London Freeman’s 
School in Ashtead, Garfield 
said: “There is something 
truly heroic about the life that 
Robin created with Diana and 
their friends. What is so im¬ 
portant to highlight is that it 
was a community effort. 

“It wasn’t this one man and 
his superheroics, which is a 
story that we get fed a lot in 
our culture now. But I think 
there is some other story that I 
think will save us from the ter¬ 
rible situation that we are in 
culturally and societally, that 
we are all absolutely needed, 
that everyone has some genius 
to offer. 

“One of the remarkable 
things about the script and the 
story and Jonathan and his 


parents’ life is that it took a 
village, it really did.” 

Breathe, which is also the 
directorial debut of Lord of 
the Rings/Planet of the Apes 
actor Andy Serkis, is the lat¬ 
est in a line of critically well- 
received roles for Garfield, 
following on from his multi¬ 
award nominated lead in 
Hacksaw Ridge last year. 

And it was the script from 
Bill Nicholson (Gladiator, Les 
Mis) that drew him in. 

The 34-year-old said: “Bill’s 
script is so moving and it is 
very rare that you read a film 
script that just kills you and 
makes you a blithering mess 
of a person in a pile of your 
own tears and snot. 

“And that’s what happened 
to all of us and we just tried to 
do that justice and do the lives 
of Jonathan’s parents justice. 

“For me it is just a template 
of how to live. What Robin 
and Diana did, somehow they 
made such a joyous, inspired 
and fully-lived life experience 
out of terrible loss. That is 
why I think it is such a univer¬ 
sal story and inspiring story”

Surrey’s countryside car¬ 
park users could start being 
charged, after the council has 
finished its consultation that 
launched this week.

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Plans 6 incoherent’

Plans to turn the empty Wells 
Centre into new homes have been 
labelled “incoherent.” 

A mini community facil¬ 
ity, playground and car parking 
spaces as well as 25 new homes 
have been proposed by Cllr Eber 
Kington on behalf of the Resi¬ 
dents’ Associations (RA) of Ep¬ 
som and Ewell. 

But Conservative opposi¬ 
tion councillor for Epsom West, 
Bernie Muir said she did not 
think the plans were the right 
solution for the centre, on Spa 
Drive, Epsom. 

She said: “There is clearly a 
need for new local housing for 
young people struggling to get on 
the housing ladder, but the RAs 
seem unable to establish a coher¬ 
ent strategy, giving permission 
for new executive homes and not 
the flats and starter homes that 
first time buyers need. 

“There is real anger that 
rather than seeking out vision¬ 
ary solutions, RA councillors 
prematurely closed the facility, 
justifying their decision with bo¬ 
gus political excuses. The plans 
put forward are incoherent and 
unfeasible, demonstrating a to¬ 
tal lack of understanding of the 
available land and The Wells area 
as a whole. 

“Worse, RA councillors have

reneged on promises to maintain 
a community centre on site by 
proposing a derisory community 
space that is so small it can only 
fail and the playground location 
was at best confused and at worse 
impossible.” 

Back in December 2015, ruling 
RA councillors voted at full coun¬ 
cil meeting to join adult social 
services from the Wells Centre 
with the Longmead Centre in 
Sefton Road at a rebranded Ep¬ 
som Centre in order to offset a 
“central government cuts.” 

Chairman of the strategy and 
resources committee, Council¬ 
lor Neil Dallen said in 2016 that 
amalgamating services was the 
best way to make savings after a 


shortfall in funding from central 
government of about £2.5million 
by 2019/20. 

Commenting on plans for the 
Wells Centre, Cllr Kington said: “ 
There are no architectural plans 
yet, but there will still be a com¬ 
munity facility that will be run 
by the residents themselves. 

“There’s nothing concrete yet, 
so no plans in that sense, but 
when they are produced a meet¬ 
ing will be called to hear what 
residents have to say. 

“We’ve lost £1.5 million in gov¬ 
ernment grants in the last few 
years so we have to make sure 
our services pay their way and 
we use the assets in the best pos¬ 
sible way.”

Dad refuses to 
give in to cancer 

Man with terminal cancer raises £80k

A dad-of-three with terminal 
cancer has proved doctors 
wrong and raised £80,000 for 
charity. 

Kevin Webber, 52, of New¬ 
bury Gardens, Epsom, was 
told he had two years to live 
after being diagnosed with 
prostate cancer. 

That was three years ago - 
and in the past year alone he 
has ran 1,000 miles to raise 
£30,000 for research into 
the disease, which affects 
one in every eight men in 
England. 

On receiving his diagnosis, 
Kevin said he saw himself 
as “deadwood” and couldn’t 
see the point in living, but he 
said running made him feel 
alive. 

He said: “I’d be lying if I 
said it’s not depressing know¬ 
ing you’re going to die soon. 
I have short term challenges 



which makes you get up in 
the morning. 

“My doctors are always 
surprised. My oncologist 
at The Royal Marsden has 
given up telling me I can’t do 
things,” 

Kevin defied doctors yet 
again last weekend when he 
completed the Nottingham 
Marathon despite having a 
leg injury. 

He said: “The night before 
I was having a curry with my 
wife and I said ‘what am I sav¬ 
ing myself for?’ I had the op¬ 


tion of not running and wait¬ 
ing for my leg to be better, but 
at any time the cancer could 
take a turn for the worst and I 
could never run again.” 

Kevin completed the race 
the next day - and the mo¬ 
ment he crossed the finishing 
line marked the sum total of 
1,000 miles which he has ran 
this year. 

“It was a fantastic day. It 
was an amazing, emotional 
and a brilliant experience,” 
said the former banker, who 
sustained his leg injury on a 
run across volcanic lava in 
Iceland around a month ago. 

He added: “Every man in 
England has one in eight 
chances of getting prostate 
cancer and if your dad has it 
it’s one in four. 

“My dad had prostate can¬ 
cer and by raising money I 
genuinely believe I am reduc¬ 
ing the chances of my chil¬ 
dren being killed by it. 

“If you get it early enough 
there are treatments. It would 
be great if one day the money 
I raised made a difference.”

Among the speakers were 
Mohamad Hamid, a refugee 
from Sudan; Ingrid Van Loo 
Plowman, a refugee host who 
has had nine guests so far, 
including Mr Hamid; Am¬ 
ber Bauer, founder of Dona- 
te4Refugees; Nina Kaye, Ep¬ 
som resident and founder of 
Refugees at Home; and a rep¬ 
resentative of the Ali Walid 
Welfare Trust. 

Jo Sherring, from the Ep¬ 
som Refugee Network, said: 
“The event was amazing for 
connecting people who feel 


they want to do something to 
help. They were able to learn 
what is going on locally and 
how to get involved. 

“It was brilliant to wel¬ 
come refugees living in this 
area and for them to see for 
themselves what strong lo¬ 
cal support there is for their 
plight. We were amazed at 
the number of people who 
attended and the level of en¬ 
gagement, with so many peo¬ 
ple offering help.” 

Attendees donated £520 in 
cash, to be shared between 
Anaya Aid and Samara Aid, 
as well as a large number of 
items that will be sent to the 
Middle East. 


These include: 136 packs of 
underwear, 343 toothbrushes 
or tubes of toothpaste, 30 
packs of nappies, 116 packs 
of sanitary towels and 145kg 
of food. 

Nina Kaye, from Refugees

Objections were ignored 


Having spoken against the council’s 
planning application for Merton Hall in 
April (which was described by a member 
of the Merton Planning Applications 
Committee (PAC) as “monstrous”), I was 
determined to speak, and I did speak, 
against the new application for the 
building presented to the committee last 
Thursday evening. 

There were over 350 formal resident 
objections to the application and 
thousands signed a petition against it, 
yet Merton Labour were ready to put 
achieving their political priorities ahead 
of resident concerns (despite there being 
alternative solutions available). 

The council’s application was sadly 
approved. The design of the development 
is going to be incongruous with the 
surrounding area. The heritage value of 
Merton Hall has been disrespected. No 


heritage statement was provided for the 
application despite the fact that it is a 
locally listed building. 

The development will lead to a loss of 
green space, parking space, and privacy 
for local residents. And where were 
Abbey Ward’s Labour councillors when 
the PAC gave this approval on Thursday 
evening? Shamefully, Cllr Andrew Judge 
spoke in favour of the application 
against the wishes of his residents, even 
though in my opinion the application is 
not substantially different to the April 
application that was refused (and which 
he abstained from voting on because of 
conflicts of interest). Cllr Abigail Jones 
and Cllr Katy Neep also did not speak 
against this application and were 
nowhere to be seen. None of these 
councillors are re-standing for election 
next year. I am sure that Labour’s new 


candidates for Abbey Ward will now 
claim that given half the chance they 
would have stood up for Merton Hall (80 
per cent of which will be demolished by 
this development), but none of them 
spoke against it last Thursday night. 

I am proud that Cllr Daniel Holden, 

Cllr Stephen Crowe, and Cllr Najeeb 
Latif (the Conservative councillors on 
the PAC) voted against this application - 
but sadly they were outvoted by the 
Labour councillors on the PAC. I hope 
that Abbey residents realise now that 
their local Labour councillors will not 
speak up for their concerns when they 
differ from the priorities of this 
insensitive Labour administration.

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BLADE RUNNER 2049 (15): Director Denis 
Villeneuve's eagerly awaited sequel honours the past 
and respectfully expands the nihilistic universe imagined 
by Philip K Dick in his novel, Do Androids Dream Of 
Electric Sheep?. 

In Blade Runner 2049, androids dream of wooden 
horses and possessing the one thing that cannot be 
coded into their meticulously crafted bodies: a soul. 

Motifs from Ridley Scott's 1982 film reverberate 
tantalisingly throughout this pristine follow-up, deftly 
stitching together two timelines without completely 
excluding audiences who are blissfully ignorant of the 
original. 

Familiarity undoubtedly enriches the experience but 
also sows seeds of nostalgia-tinged disappointment. 

For all its bravura production design and flawless 
special effects, Blade Runner 2049 doesn't smack gobs 
with its invention, aside from a sensual three-way sex 
scene that gently tickles our g-spot. 

Like the automata that enrich human lives, 

Villeneuve's film is one small yet significant iteration shy 
of perfection. 

THE GLASS CASTLE (12A): Adapted from Jeannette 
Walls' best-selling memoir of the same title, director 
Destin Daniel Cretton's tonally uneven picture asks us to 
believe that formative years marked by abandonment 
and rejection could inspire four siblings to discover the 
inner strength that will stand them in good stead forthe 
future. 

It's a harsh lesson in self-preservation, delivered with 
gusto by an impressive ensemble cast led by Oscar 
winner Brie Larson. 

Those sterling performances, which frequently claw at 
our hearts, elevate a chronologically fractured script that 
fails to endear us to a booze-sodden father (Woody 
Harrelson), who has a mantra to justify every hard knock 
until he must finally confront the pain he has wrought. 

"I spent my whole life running from those demons in 
the wild," he laments, "and the whole time they were 
hiding in my belly." 

That would explain the picture's bloated midsection. 
GOODBYE CHRISTOPHER ROBIN (PG): The dark age 
of celebrity parents monetising their cherubic children 
dawned many years before the scourge of selfies, social 
media and smart phones. 

In the handsomely crafted drama Goodbye Christopher 
Robin, battle-scarred author A A Milne (Domhnall 
Gleeson) and his wife Daphne (Margot Robbie) treat their 
young son (Will Tilston) as a sales tool in the mid-1920s to 
promote the literary adventures of a hunny-loving bear 
called Winnie-The-Pooh. 



The sacrifice of one little boy's childhood innocence for 
the happiness and healing of a shell-shocked Britain, 
which has been devastated by the Great War, is at the 
wounded heart of Simon Curtis' picture. 

The script, co-written by Frank Cottrell-Boyce and 
Simon Vaughan, gradually exposes the anguish and 
resentment that festered beneath the Hundred Acre 
Wood. 

It's an emotionally chilly film, reflected in Gleeson's 
restrained performance, which internalises Milne's post- 
traumatic stress and shuts out his family as well as us. 
HOME AGAIN (12A): Beautiful, rich people with 
adorable offspring try to convince us that being single is 
the end of their privileged worlds - boo hoo! - in first-time 
director Hallie Meyers-Shyer's romantic comedy. 

Home Again is cut from the same luxurious fabric as 
The Holiday and It's Complicated, films penned by Nancy 
Meyers, the director's proud mother. 

Emotional syrup evidently runs in the family because 
Meyers-Shyer drizzles gooey sentiment over every frame 
of her contrived wish-fulfilment fantasy about a recently 
separated wife (Reese Witherspoon), who stirs the loins 
of three potential suitors. 

This perky homemaker harks from Hollywood royalty, 
cheerfully chauffeurs the kids to school, cooks nutritious 
meals, runs a fledgling interior design business, cleans 
her sprawling Los Angeles residence without breaking a 
sweat, and still finds time to look expertly coiffed and 
styled from the moment she wakes. 

It must be miserable to totter in her designer heels 
without a care in the world, savouring the endless good 
fortune that falls in her lap. 

KINGSMAN:THE GOLDEN CIRCLE (15): Director 
Matthew Vaughn's high-octane spy caper sequel opens 
with a digitally enhanced bang: an outlandish fight 



sequence inside a London taxi, aptly choreographed to Prince's 
foot-stomping anthem Let's Go Crazy. Forthe next two hours, 
Vaughn and co-writer Jane Goldman oblige. 

They sacrifice logic at the altar of cartoonish calamity as 
Eggsy (Taron Egerton) and technical support guru Merlin (Mark 
Strong) join forces with Kingsman's swaggering Transatlantic 
counterparts, Statesman, in order to defeat drugs cartel kingpin 
Poppy Adams (Julianne Moore). 

Kingsman:The Golden Circle quickly accelerates into the 
same preposterous groove as its 2015 predecessor, unleashing 
an exhausting blitzkrieg of hyper-stylised mayhem. The sole 
zinging addition to this expensive cocktail is Elton John, playing a 
deliciously potty-mouthed exaggeration of himself. 

Clad in feathers, sequins and frou-frou, the rocket man is out 
of this world.

Our 2017 racing season has now reached its end, 
we have hosted 11 racedays since April. 

Our highlight of the season was the Investec 
Derby Festival. This was two days of world- 
class racing, beautiful weather and plenty of 
festivities.

Epsom Downs 
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Vincent Simone and Flavia Cacace are currently on tour with their new show, Tango Moderno which 
comes to Wimbledon next year. They answered our questions about the show and their careers. 


DANCE 


What can audiences look forward to 
about Tango Moderno? 

FLAVIA: It's our first show that's set in the 
modern day and it's set in a city. It's left to the 
audience to work out where the city is but it's 
quite urban. The main difference is that we're 
not going to be characters in the show but 
rather we'll be narrating it through dance, 
with an urban poet telling the story. 

It's billed as your hottest, most thrilling 
and audacious showyet. Can you 
elaborate on that? 

FLAVIA: We've done three shows that have 
all been based around love stories, where we 
meet, break up, get back together. We didn't 
want to come back with another show about 
the same thing. It's going to be more 
flamboyant. Like Fred and Ginger... 
VINCENT:That comes from the ballroom 
thing, Frank Sinatra, the Rat Pack. But we've 
done that and this time we wanted to push 
ourselves and use modern songs with 
choreographically up-todate storytelling. 

What is the soundtrack? 

VINCENT: It's much more contemporary. 
We have some songs that have been on the 
radio this year, like Human by Rag 'n' Bone 
Man, Bruno Mars, Ed Sheeran - which is very 
new for us. 

FLAVIA: But there are also some beautiful 
ballads in there which will allow us to do a 
waltz and a foxtrot. The tango music isn't 
traditional because it wouldn't fit the theme, 
but there's a lot of modem tango music 
out there. 


What are you most looking forward to 
about taking Tango Moderno around 
thecountiy? 

FLAVIA: It varies from town to town, whether 
it's a matinee or an evening show or a Friday 
or Saturday night. Being on the road also 
means you get to explore other places. There 
are places I love going back to, like 
Canterbury and Bath and Glasgow and 
Edinburgh - there are so many beautiful 
places on this tour. 

Afteryour last show The Last Tango you 
said you wouldn't be touring again. 
What changed your minds? 

FLAVIA: The kind of show we puttogether- 
with a big cast and big sets, props, lots of 
group numbers - is always a huge challenge. 
Every time you start the process you think to 
yourself'OK, I'll do it this time but there's no 
way we can put ourselves through it again'. 
Physically and mentally it's so demanding. 
VINCENT: With The Last Tango we got 
offered ten weeks in the West End afterthe 
tour and we couldn't say no to that because 
it's such a big opportunity. We found when 
creating The LastTangothatwe had so many 
new creative ideas and raw choreography 
that we just couldn't accommodate them into 
that production. 

What is H about the tango in particular 
that continues to inspire you? 

VINCENT: The music. I can be driving the car 
and a tango comes on the radio or my iPod 
and I get goosebumps. Not many people can 
feel the tango - it's a gift. We hear a tango 


and we're in awe of the music. We feel it and 
you can see that in our dancing. It's not just a 
routine, it's a passion that comes from inside 
and you can't teach that. 

Why do you think dance shows 
continue to be so popular, both in the 
West End and around the country? 
VINCENT: People just love them. Dance is an 
art and it can inspire feelings in you - it can 
make you laugh, it can make you happy, it can 
make you sad. Theatre is the best platform for 
that and I always say ourshows have to be a 
rollercoaster of emotions. The first show 
Midnight Tango was all about the tango so it 
had passion and drama, then oursecond 
show Dance Til Dawn was a comedy and 
people loved it, then The Last Tango was quite 
emotional and moving. There's so much you 
can do with dance when it comes to telling 
stories. 

FLAVIA: Strictly has made dance popular 
and it's made it popularamongst men too, 
which is something that was lacking before. 
It's about being transported into another 
world. People can come along fortwo hours 
and forget about their lives and just enjoy 
great music and great dancing. 

Tango Moderno is currently being 
staged at the Churchill Theatre in 
Bromley. The show comes to New 
Wimbledon Theatre, The Broadway 
Wimbledon, SW191QG from March 1 
to 3.

A common mistake among sellers is to set an 
unrealistic asking price for their home. 

Although there are valuation tools available 
online, setting the correct value requires specific 
area knowledge, an understanding of market 
conditions and an insight into the minds of 
buyers. 

A number of aspects affect property pricing 
which is why setting the best price can be more 
difficult than it seems. Two homes could be 
situated in the same neighbourhood across the 
street from one another but certain distinguishing 
features could push the perceived value of one 
much higher than the other. Determining the 
listing price can only be accurately achieved if all 
external influences are considered. 

Pricing a home to sell takes into account 
market movements, buyer demand, the condition 
of the home and of course, its location. Another 
vital aspect that impacts pricing is the term of 
the lease, as well as any restrictions within it. An 
experienced, reputable estate agent with specific 
area knowledge will be a valuable asset when 
trying to establish the correct listing price. 

Why is it crucial to price the home correctly? 

If buyers view the home as overpriced, it may 
be overlooked and will sit on the market for 
longer than it would otherwise. If an incorrect 
price has been set, you are simply making other 
comparable homes seem much more attractive. 
Why help the neighbours sell their home by 
setting an unrealistic price on your property? 

On the other end of the scale, pricing the

property below its market value means possibly 
leaving money on the table and sacrificing profit 
unnecessarily. To search for an agent in your area 
who can offer a valuation search OnTheMarket.

What aspects need to be considered to 
find the right listing price? RE/MAX London’s 
Regional Director Peggy Su points out three 
crucial aspects that must be considered when 
setting a list price: 

Past sales in the neighbourhood: 

Looking back can sometimes provide some 
insight into the future. Researching the area’s 
sold prices over the past six months will provide 
you with insight into what buyers are prepared to 
pay for homes in a specific town or village. Time 
spent on the market should also be considered, 
along with the gap between the initial asking 
price and the eventual selling price. 

Other factors that might impact the property’s 
exact value include its proximity to excellent 
schools and other sought-after amenities, the 
condition of the property, its size, finishes and 
fixtures, and any other features that could set the 
house apart from others in the area. 

Trends in the market: While elements 
such as government policy, access to finance 
and unemployment will impact the property 
market throughout the country, there are specific 
influences that impact micro-markets in particular 



areas.These include new companies moving into the area 
or plans for improving local amenities such as parks or 
shopping malls. When setting a listing price, estate agents 
will look at all the unique elements and consider how they 
influence the perceived value of the property. Both the wider 
general influences and localised factors will affect the home’s 
perceived value among buyers. 

Type of property: Is the home a freehold or leasehold 
property? If the home is a leasehold property, the length of 
time remaining on the lease will have a bearing on its value. 

A home with a lease that is more than 80 years long will be 


more expensive than one with less. A property with 50 years 
or less on the lease is generally not mortgageable, so will only 
be able to be bought with cash. This will reduce demand for 
the home which will lower the price. 

Listing the home at a price that is ‘just right’ from the 
beginning is key to selling within the fastest time frame and 
for the best price to a ‘quality’ purchaser. Working with a 
reputable, experienced estate agent will help to ensure that 
the home is listed at the correct price from day one which will 
make all the difference in achieving the goal of selling your 
home.

Vauxhall Grandland X 



BACKGROUND: It’s surprising 
how long it’s taken Vauxhall to get 
itself proper representation in the 
mid-sized ‘Qashqatdass’ family SUV 
segment. Yes, there was the Korean- 
built Antara model that sold between 
2007 and 2016, butthat car was 
crude, expensive to run and not very 
well built. Buyers almost universally 
ignored it. Which was a problem 
for the Griffin brand, at atime when 
Nissan Qashqais and Peugeot 3008s 
were flying from the showrooms. 
Whatto do? Economics meant that 
some sort of platform-sharing deal for 
representation in this sector would 
be essential, so Vauxhall turned to 
Peugeot, with whom the brand was 
starting to consider a merger. Well 
before that happened, a deal was 
concluded to see the creation of a 
small SUV (the Vauxhall Crossland 
X) created from the underpinnings 
of a Peugeot 2008. And a mid-sized 
model (this Grandland X)to be built 
using the platform and engineering of 
a MK2 model Peugeot 3008. 
EXPERIENCE: Engine-wise, 
Grandland X buyers are offered a 
PSA-sourced choice of units, either a 
three cylinder 130bhp 1.2-litre petrol 
powerplant or a 120bhp 1,6-litre CDTi 
diesel. Don’t expect handling to be 


especially rewarding; if you want that, 
why on earth are you considering 
buying an SUV in the first place? Like 
most of its rivals, Vauxhall has focused 
instead on ride and refinement and 
you can expect high class standards 
to be matched in this regard. Vauxhall 
doesn’t think potential buyers in this 
segment really need 4WD. Instead, 
the brand offers an optional electronic 
Grip Control system that ensures 
traction in diverse driving situations. 
The driver has a choice of five driving 
modes: for each one the system 
adapts the torque distribution to the 
front wheels, allows wheel-spin if 
necessary, and, with the automatic 
transmission, adjusts shift points as 
well as throttle response. This ensures 
traction and stable handling regardless 
of the road surface. The brand 
continues to deliver on its commitment 
to lead in lighting technology, 
equipping the Grandland X with 
Adaptive Forward Lighting LED 
headlamps. With these, functions such 
as cornering light, high beam assist 
and auto levelling guarantee optimal 
illumination ofthe road ahead. 
DESIGN: At nearly 4.5m long, 
nearly 1,9m wide and nearly 1.65m 
high, the Grandland X is atouch bigger 
than the mid-sized SUV Qashqai-class 


norm - and, Vauxhall hopes, atouch 
more distinctive. As usual, that’s a 
matter of perspective: ours is that 
the Peugeot 3008 crossover this 
car is based upon is slightly more 
eyecatching, but you may think 
differently. The Grandland is certainly 


good looking enough to stand its 
corner on the school run. Above the 
front skid plate, the bold grille proudly 
displays the Vauxhall Griffin badge, 
chrome winglets embracing the brand 
logo and flowing outwards to the 
slim, double-wing LED headlamps. 


Muscular, sculpted wheel arches and 
protective cladding on the lower body 
deliver the required dose of ‘SUV-ness’ 
and an optional two-tone finish, with 
the roof in contrasting black, adds an 
extra touch of personalisation. 

Inside, the instrument panel and 


centre console with touchscreen are 
clearly laid out and horizontally aligned 
to the driver. There’s no sign ofthe 
‘ love-ft-or-hate-ft’ i-Drive cockpit ofthis 
model’s Peugeot design stablemate, 
which sees 3008 buyers viewing 
the instrument dials over the steering 
wheel rim. That may be a relief for 
some. The centre stack has three 
horizontal rows of controls for fast and 
intuitive access to infotainment, climate 
control and chassis functions. Driver 
and passengers benefit from the 
elevated seating position typical of an 
SUV, which ensures good visibility in 
all situations. And this model’s relatively 
long wheelbase provides decent 
space for up to five people, while the 
luggage compartment (with a load 
volume from 51 ^litres to a maximum 
of 1,652 litres) should offer more than 
adequate room for luggage. 
MARKET: So, let’s get to the 
pricing, which is mainly pitched in the 
£23,000 to £30,000 bracket - pretty 
much what you’d expectthese days for 
afamily-sized Qashqai-class compact 
Crossover with cutting-edge design. 
The most affordable variants use an 
impressively efficient three cylinder 
1.2-litre 130bhp turbo petrol unit-and 
that might be all you really need if your 
annual mileage is quite low.

Auletta’s 
on target 

First goals of the season for Matty Auletta and Asa 
Rixon saw the first team beat unbeaten Westfield 
2-1 last Saturday, writes Gary Brigden. 

SCR handed a debut to recently signed keeper 
Michael Eacott, in for the injured Ollie Ellaway, but 
that along with Owen Davies in for the late arriving 
Jeff Addo-Dankwa was the only change from the 
cup game two weeks ago. 

SCR struck first on 13 minutes when Auletta 
latched onto a mistake by Matt Steer and fired low 
beyond Gary Ross. Both sides had chances in the 
half, but the break came with SCR 1-0 up. 

Westfield levelled through a powerful Carder- 
Andrews header early in the second half, and the 
game opened up with both sides creating chanc¬ 
es. Eacott saved superbly from Hicham Adbellah, 
and from the break Asa Rixon fired a volley against 
the Westfield post. 

When Cooper-Smith struck the other post just 
shy of the hour you got the feeling it might not be 
SCR’s day. That feeling strengthened when sub¬ 
stitute Craig Nelson hooked an Abdellah shot off 
the line. 

SCR regained composure though and retook 
the lead with just over fifteen minutes remaining, 
when Matt Farrell played a delightful ball through 
to Rixon, who dinked the advancing keeper to put 
SCR ahead. 

Westfield responded strongly and a mixture of 
Aaron Bogle and Eacott blocked an effort behind 
for a corner, with the big keeper saving well from a 
header from the corner. 

The visitors were reduced to ten men on 87 
minutes when Ross clattered Jean-Luc Kinsaba 
and was dismissed by the referee. There was still 
time for a late scare for SCR, but Eacott produced 
a fine save from a Carder-Andrews free kick.

Last-gasp drama

Football has a nasty habit of 
biting you on the backside if 
you’re not careful as Sutton United 
experienced this week. 

Having scored a last minute 
equaliser in spectacular fashion 
at Wrexham on Saturday through 
Ross Lafayette’s stunning volley 
the U’s had the same punishment 
administered to them in more 
controversial circumstances by 
Dover Athletic on Tuesday night. 

The first half against the south 
coast side offered few clear-cut 
chances and gave little indication of 
the dramatic second half to come. 

The visitors looked the more 
dangerous and forced Sutton 
goalkeeper Jamie Butler to make 
two smart saves before they took 
the lead in the 36th minute when 
former Tottenham u-21 defender 
Giancarlo Gallifuoc turned smart¬ 
ly to fire past Butler from close 
range. 

United looked somewhat out 
of sorts and it wasn’t until man¬ 
ager Paul Doswell made a couple of 
substitutions midway through the 
second half that the game changed 
dramatically 

Within three minutes of his 
introduction, striker Tommy 
Wright brought Sutton level with a 
stunning shot from 20 yards which 
flew past Dover goalkeeper Mitch 
Walker. 

With their tails up, United went

looking for another and they got it 
with ten minutes to go. 

Kieron Cadogan’s shot skipped 
off the surface through a crowd of 
players and into the net to send the 
home fans in a crowd of 2,206 wild. 

Sutton looked as if they might 
increase their lead late on just as the 
fourth official indicated there would 
be another five minutes of injury 
time to be played. 

In the last minute Wright 
broke forward on the left for 
Sutton but looked to have been 
unfairly bundled off the ball. 

The referee waved play-on and 
Dover wasted no time in charging 
forward for one final attack. 

A cross from the left was launched 
into the penalty area, Connor 
Essam headed the ball back across 
the Sutton goal where Manny Parry 
pounced to clinch a point for the 
Kent club. 

United’s assistant manager, 
Micky Stephens said: “It’s a tough 
one to take, really I thought we were 
home and hosed. 

“They were the better side in the 
first haft and we weren’t happy with 
our performance. 

“There were some strong words 
from the manager at half-time and, 
to be fair, I thought it was a brilliant 
response. 

“We made some good substitu¬ 


tions and changed the game back in 
our favour and I thought we would 
go on to win it. 

“When we look back on it we 
should have seen the game out.” 

The result see United slip down 
to fifth although just four points 
separate the top nine clubs.

Korboa’s 
big impact 

Carshalton Athletic playmaker Ricky 
Korboa made an instant impact as he 
returned to action for the first time this 
season, writes James Barrett-Sterling. 

The Robins shared eight goals with 
visiting Ramsgate on Saturday during 
a game in which their unbeaten league 
record came under serious threat before 
ending 4-4. 

And Korboa, whom missed the start 
of this season with a hamstring injury 
came off the bench to play a key part in 
two of his side’s second-half goals. 

“I’m really pleased to be back but we 
aren’t happy with that result. We feel its 
two points dropped,” said Korboa. 

“We didn’t do well in the first-half 
and gave away sloppy goals. We needed 
to move the ball quicker and then we hit 
three goals after the break.” 

There were three goals in six minutes 



during the first-half as Raheem Sterling- 
Parker reduced Carshalton’s two-goal 
deficit before the break. 

The Robins dominated the start of the 
second-half but Ramsgate’s Rory Smith 
plundered his hat-trick just after the 
hour mark. 

Enter Korboa — he won the corner 
that Mickel Miller bundled in at the near 
post then, after Jordan Cheadle’s 20 yard 
free kick made it 3-3, the forward teed up 
Miller for his second of the afternoon. 

“We always say never give up and 
keep running until the last whistle, so 
we did well to get ourselves in front but it 
was so disappointing to concede late on,” 
added Korboa, referring to Smith’s close 
range header on 86 minutes. 

“We need to stop letting in so many 
goals but we’ll learn from this and work 
hard to cut it out our game.” 

And Korboa, whom hit 20 goals last 
season despite suffering with his injury 
on-and-off since last December, cannot 
wait to get back to work. 

“I’ve really missed it over the last two 
months. It’s great to get back on the pitch 
and I want to play my part in helping the 
club achieve promotion this season.” 

Carslialton Athletic travel to Hast¬ 
ings United tonight (Tuesday) before 
entering FA Trophy action on Satur¬ 
day away at Heybridge Swifts.
